before 1] January 1952 because of "anticipated difficulties" and the 
25X1C necessity to proceed slowly with any such reform.

Assistant Minister of Foreign Trade Lalevic has MM declared that 
the dinar is to be devalugted* and the exchanges rate first pegged at a 
minimum of 300 dinara to the dollar, then gradually to be increased to 500 
dinars to the dollar. The dollar-dinar exchange rate eurrentiy in use in 
inter-Yugoslav Governmental Agency transactions is at the free market rate.
